Baldy View School fourth 
grader students in Upland 
have spent hours making 
Christmas wreaths in order to 
help save the aging Statue of 
Liberty. 

Students in Suzanne Hill’s 
class read about the nation’s 
efforts to restore the 
landmark. The Statue of 
Liberty-Ellis Island 
Foundation, a 40-member 
national commission, is 
planning to raise $230 million 
by July 4, 1986 from private 
sources for the program. 

Children suggested making 
and selling their own 
handicraft, but Mrs. Hill 
decided that the class might 
have more success by 
making wreaths. 

“The children in my 
classes have made these 
types of wreaths before and 
they enjoyed making them. | 
also thought they were 
beautiful,’ Mrs. Hill said. 

The class had intended to 
make 100 wreaths but it 
received so many orders that 
students ended up making 
about 150. 

“The idea just caught fire,” 
the teacher said. 

Students sold the small 
green-and-red-beaded 
wreaths for $2 each, with all 
proceeds going toward the 
restoration project. Although 
students took orders for the 
project, some wreaths may 
be available by calling the 
school. 

“We started off by taking 
donations from the students. 
| asked Ray Stump from 
Upland Feed & Fuel about 
materials and he donated $25 
worth of materials,’ Mrs. Hill 
said. 

Fourth grader Jaimee 
Hoover’s family donated 500 
green beads to the cause, 
according to Mrs. Hill. 

In addition, Buffum’s, The 
Broadway and Bullock’s 
department stores all 


donated red ribbon for the 
wreaths. 

Nine students made the 
majority of the wreaths but 
their classmates helped with 
some of the project. 

In honor of the occasion, 9- 
year-old Carlos Guzman made 
his own drawing of the 
famous statue. He said he 
used his mother’s cake 
decorating machine, which 
enlarges pictures. 

After a picture of the statue 
was enlarged, Carlos traced 
portions of the landmark in 
sections. 

“We were going to make a 
poster to show what we were 
doing so | made the picture,” 
he said. 

Fellow classmate Robert 
Lankford has sold 19 wreaths 
to friends and family. Joshua 
Ponder also sold his 
handicraft to family 
members. 

Joshua said he told 
customers why his class was 
selling the wreaths and 
people bought them. “It’s 
important,” he said. 

Other top wreath sellers 
were Lezilee Farrin and 
Robbie Ventgen. 


Mrs. Hill said she plans to 
tie the fund-raising project 
with the school’s annual 
international festival in the 
spring. Her students will be 
learning more about France 
and the country’s gift of the 
statue then, she said. 

“I’m planning to have a 
large map of the world put 
up. Students could pay 25 
cents to put a flag on the 
country where their ancestors 
came from. The money would 
go toward the restoration 
project,” Mrs. Hill said. 


Students enjoyed the 
project so much, Mrs. Hill 
said, that they are looking 
forward to participating in 
another fund-raising program 
later in the year.

testing. Well, all my waiting 
time (nearly an hour) was 
spent photographing scenes. 
The people and conditions in

But what teaches us to see 
pictures? Our environment, 
for one thing. If you’re a city 
person, chances are your 
concept of a picture will be 
substantially different than 
that of a person living ona 
farm in Nebraska. 

For another thing, we’re 
taught to see — at least 
subconsciously — by the 
types of magazines or picture 
books we page through. Even 
the ads we see or the 
television shows we watch 
keep showering us with visual 
presentations. 

And of course, don’t 
overlook the instruction 
books put out by the 
photographic suppliers or the 
many books (columns, too) 
written by prolific 
photographers. 

The only thing — and it 
often bothers me whenever | 
try to explain “seeing” — is 
that the examples rarely can 
be duplicated. Probably 
because the examples were 
created by someone willing to 
break the rules. What rules,

you ask? Hold the camera 
steady. Never have your 
subject in the center of the 
frame. Use the correct 
exposure. Use filters to 
duplicate natural colors. 
Photograph the “normal” 
things like big or little people 
looking at the camera, an 
occasional fountain and Aunt 
Mary blowing out the candles 
on her birthday cake. 

Frankly changing all those 
preconceived ideas about 
what and how to make good 
photographs often is quite 
difficult. Familiarity is 
comfortable. 

And often we hesitate to 
see things differently for fear 
our peers will begin to look at 
us with a jaundiced eye. 
“Weird,” they might say — 
and no one wants to be 
thought of as weird. So to 
break out of that everyday 
picture-taking mold may take 
just a bit of courage. 

Not everything you try, now 
that you’ve decided to shed 
the bonds of conventionalism, 
is going to work out well 
photographically. Some shots 
will please you, some will 
bore you, and others might be 
downright distasteful. But 
that’s quite all right. In not 
being afraid to make 
mistakes, you’ve also decided 
you’re not afraid to learn new 


things, to work on the frontier, 


to give your creativity room to 
expand.

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Finally there’s a red wine that’s chillable

Aside from its rather 
obvious charms, Beaujolais 
Nouveau is one of my favorite 
wines because it demands 
almost nothing of the 
consumer. 

After writing about Le 
Beaujolais Nouveau recently 
in this space, and mentioning 
that the first date it could be 
released was Nov. 15, the first 
1984 wine of the season hit 
the market. | sampier! some 
and found it mediocre, but 
nonetheless very enjoyable. 
And that may be why | like 
this upstart so much. Even if 
it is less than great, it’s still 
enjoyable. 

Subsequently | began to 
think about this wine’s role in 





the scheme of things. (I guess 
it might be presumptuous to 
assume that a wine has a 
“role in the scheme of 
things,” but this argument 
makes sense to me.) 

Due to varying reasons, 
there is a worldwide wine glut 
today. More fine wine — and 
plonk, too — sits undisturbed 
in tanks and bottles than ever 
before in history. Three 
reasons are (a) declining 
consumption levels in Europe, 
(b) the recent recession in the 
United States and (c) the 
expanding production of wine 
in this country. 

The result is that although 
wine consumption in the 
United States is increasing, 
offsetting some of the loss by 
declining totals in Europe, our 
consumption here is stil! 


quite low — less than 3 
gallons per person annually. 
And the increase is roughly 1 
percent to 2 percent per year. 

This has a deleterious 
effect on California’s wine, 
grape and raisin industry, 
which is one of the state’s 
largest employers and one 
that has been hard hit lately 
by imports made cheaper by 
the strong dollar vs. foreign 
currencies. 

| believe in wine as a 
beverage of moderation, as a 
delightful drink with meals 
and as a winsome 
accompaniment to good 
times. And | feel meals 
become special when 
conjoined with a glass of 
wine, no matter how frivolous 
its parentage. 

And Beaujolais Nouveau — 


in fact all Beaujolais — is one 
of the most amicable potables 
around, since it is not one 
that requires worry over what 
it’s to be served with. 
Beaujolais Nouveau, served 
chilled, can match with all 
manner of lighter dishes, 
such as omelets, filet of sole 
and turkey; it can go with 
chicken and pork; it can go 
with beef and lamb, and can 
even match with the heartiest 
of dishes, such as cassoulet. 

Indeed, the spicy qualities 
of cassoulet and paella and 
other such dishes seem 
perfectly matched to an 
unpretentious lout like 
Beaujolais Nouveau. 

No pedestals, please. This 
is a wine that needs to be 
drunk, not revered. 

And here is how all of this 


links to my argument about 
greater consumption of wine. 
The only way the per capita 
consumption of wine in this 
country will rise is by more 
Americans trying and sticking 
with red wine, where much of 
the glut is. 


Yet white wine is the clear 
choice of Americans by a 
huge margin. One reason, 
studies show, is that we 
clearly like our beverages 
chilled. But rose wine, a 
perfectly fine chillable wine, 
is not sold as much as it 
ought to be because of the 
negative connotation rose has 
gotten in recent years. So 
what’s left? Chillable red 
wine.

Q. We recently purchased an 
8-week-old male Dalmation 
puppy. For what should we have 
our puppy vaccinated? We want 
to give our puppy the best 
possible health care. 

A. Although recommendations 
may vary among different 
geographical areas, most 
veterinarians recommend 
routinely vaccinating dogs 
against distemper, hepatitis, 
leptospirosis, parvovirus and 
rabies. 

Most vaccines are made by 
altering the virus or bacteria that 
causes the disease. The altered 
virus or bacteria is no longer 
able to produce the disease. 
However, the modified virus or 
bacteria is still able to stimulate 
the dog’s immune system to 
produce antibodies that will 
protect against the disease. 

Your pet’s immune system 
must be normal to respond to 
the vaccines. Stress such as 
parasites or malnutrition can 
adversely affect the immune 
system and decrease the 
production of protective 
antibodies. Therefore, it is 
important for your veterinarian to 
perform a physical examination 
of your dog prior to vaccinating 
it. 

Canine distemper is a highly 
contagious viral disease found 
throughout the United States. 
Although puppies are most likely 
to be susceptible to the virus, 
unvaccinated dogs of all ages 
may get the disease. It is 
estimated that three out of every 
four puppies are exposed to the 
virus before they reach 1 year of 
age. The distemper virus can be 
spread through the air by aerosol 
or it can be spread by direct 
contact with contaminated 
objects 

Dogs with distemper show 
varied signs. These include 
coughing, loss of appetite, 
listlessness, running nose and 
running eyes. If the nervous 
system is involved, paralysis and 
muscle tremors may be seen. 
Depending on the severity of the 
signs, only about half of the 
dogs with distemper survive. 
Death due to distemper is often 
prolonged and quite unpleasant. 

The best age for initial 
vaccination for distemper 
depends upon several factors. 
These include the condition of 
the puppy, whether the puppy 
was raised by its mother or hand 
reared, and the type of vaccine 
used. Following initial 
immunization, your dog should 
be boostered annually. 

Canine hepatitis, a viral 
disease of the liver, is nearly as 
widespread as canine distemper. 
The dog with hepatitis usually 
has a fever, is thirsty and sleeps 
more than usual. Like distemper, 
hepatitis is often fatal. 

Many veterinarians vaccinate

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dogs for hepatitis at the same 
time as for distemper, in fact, 
one injection, DHL, contains 
vaccines for distemper, 
hepatitis, and leptospirosis. 

Only recently has the 
importance of parvovirus 
become known. Dogs apparently 
become infected by contacting 
feces of infected dogs or by 
contact with contaminated 
objects in the environment. Dogs 
with parvovirus rapidly become 
dehydrated due to a severe 
diarrhea. Canine parvovirus 
disease can be prevented by 
vaccinating susceptible dogs 
and by strict hygenic practices. 
Generally, all susceptible dogs 
should receive two doses of 
vaccine spaced two to three 
weeks apart. Revaccination 
times will vary with the particular 
vaccines used. 

Leptospirosis is caused by a 
small bacterialike germ and is 
spread from dog to dog by 
contact with contaminated urine. 
Puppies are most susceptible to 
leptospirosis. Dogs showing 
signs of leptospirosis are usually 
weak, refuse to eat, may vomit, 
breath with difficulty and have a 
marked thirst. As already stated 
for the other diseases 
discussed, leptospirosis easily 
can be prevented by proper 
vaccination. 

Rabies is an extremely serious 
disease of dogs. Rabies is 
caused by a virus that attacks 
the nervous system. Sudden and 
marked personality changes are 
the chief sign of rabies in dogs. 
There are several types of rabies 
vaccines. The ages at which a 
dog should be vaccinated and 
revaccinated depend on the 
particular type of vaccine used. 
The importance of having dogs 
properly vaccinated for rabies 
cannot be overemphasized. 

Routine prophylactic care of 
your dog should include a 
complete vaccination program.

Most poinsettias will last 
with the proper attention

Our family’s experience with 
poinsettia plants has been rather 
uneven over the years. Some 
have proven a long-lived delight, 
while others seemed destined 
for a premature decline. 

A year ago, for example, we 
received a magnificent gift 
poinsettia, actually made up of 
three plants. it presented a 
grand, tropical spectacle and 
was well covered with brightly 
colored bracts. 

But before long it began to 
drop its leaves in alarming 
numbers. This was puzzling 
because it was not in a draft, we 
kept it in one spot, the light was 
good, the room temperature was 
just right — slightly cool — and 
humidity levels were kept up. It 
was neither underwatered nor 
overwatered, and the pot drained 
freely. 

It could have been a simple 
symptom of adjustment to our 
home after its journey from the 
florist. Still, the leaves continued 
to fall — not enough to turn it 
scraggly overnight, but more 
than one would like. 

Nevertheless, the plant 
provided much cheer and 
pleasure through the Christmas 
holiday, and indeed through 

January. By mid-February, 
though, our honeymoon with this 
particular plant was definitely 
over, and | moved it upstairs out 
of offensive sight to a bright 
bedroom window. 

Just when the slender 
branches were close to bare, | 
noticed small signs of life 
stirring at the joints in each 
branch. Our seemingly worn-out 
poinsettia was responding to the 
cycle of life renewing itself 
outside its window, and it 
obviously was ready to have 
another go at becoming a leafy 
bush. 

As soon as | spotted this new 
growth, | took a pair of sharp 
kitchen scissors and cut each 
branch back by about one-third, 
stepped up the watering 
gradually and began very dilute 
doses of liquid fertilizer. 

With the warm weather in 
spring, | repotted each of the 
three individual plants in its own 
6-inch pot, and sank each pot 
into the outdoor garden ina 
sheltered, lightly shaded spot. 
During the summer, | kept the 


plants pruned to alow, bushy 
shape. 

Actually, poinsettia plants can 
be easily induced to take many 
different shapes. For example, 
by keeping only one upright 
stem and staking it straight, your 
plant can become a small tree. 
By eliminating all upward shoots 
and encouraging drooping ones, 
you can achieve a trailing effect 
for a planter stand or hanging 
basket. By judiciously cutting 
back upward growth through the 
summer, you can achieve a ¢ 
pleasant spreading bush effect. 


For their summer outdoors, | 
like to situate poinsettias with 
most other houseplants like 
Christmas cactus, kalanchoe, 
begonias, prayer plants and so 
on together, in a sheltered spot, 
out of direct midday and 
afternoon sun. Together, they 
are more easily cared for. 


Poinsettias, like most other 
houseplants, fatten up quickly 
over the summer if they are kept 
watered and fertilized. I’ve had 
best results from using a liquid 
fertilizer weekly at a quarter the 
label rates. And | alternate an 
organic fertilizer like liquid fish 
or seaweed or very dilute liquid 
manure with a powdered formula 
like 15-30-15. 


Only when it comes time to 
move totally refurbished 
poinsettias back into the house 
do we have to fuss over them a 
little. For one thing, they should 
be brought back indoors before 
there is a marked difference 
between outdoor and indoor 
temperatures. Any marked 
temperature fluctuation will 
induce some leaf drop. 


The next thing to consider is 
where to locate the plant 
permanently, for poinsettias 
resent being shifted about. Look 
for a spot with fairly bright light, 
a slightly cool room temperature 
that remains reasonably 
constant and no drafts — hot or 
cold. 


Then, if you really desire a 
“blooming” plant for Christmas 
again, beginning Oct. 1 give the 
plant 14 hours of total darkness 
each night. Pop a thick, light- 
tight cardboard box over your 
poinsettia at 5 p.m. and remove 
it at 7 a.m. By early December, 
the bracts should begin coming 
into full bloom and the darkness 
control no longer will be needed.

Lou Little: a racer who’s breaking

Lou Little has built a life 
out of Funny Car racing. 
Sitting behind the wheel of a 
machine capable of 
surpassing 200 miles per 
hour in seconds attracts Lou. 
That’s not extraordinary. 
There are hundreds of guys 
around the country making a 
living off speed. 

But this Lou is different. 
This racer is a woman. 

Lou Little has spent her 
entire life breaking the 
barriers of the status quo. At 
13, when other girls were 
busy with growing up, she 
was dreaming about racing. 
When other family members 
wanted her to become a 
doctor or lawyer, Lou became 
a mortician. And when other 
women were raising a family 
or nurturing a career, Lou was 
struggling to maintain her 
existence. She was pumping 
gas. 


Now Lou has brought her 
unique flare for the unusual 
into drag racing with the 
introduction of the world’s 
first quarter-mile racing 
Pantera Funny Car. 

“l like to go fast,”’ Lou 
admitted. ‘Besides, | was 
getting too many tickets on 
the streets, so | figured | 
might as well make it legal.” 

Lou has been working on 
the Pantera-concept, along 
with her husband Cliff, fora 
year. Together they form C&L 
(Cliff & Lou) Racing and 
Promotions. 

“We decided we were 
going to try something totally 
unique, and we decided to 
build the only Pantera auto 
road racer,” Lou said. 

The car is as unique as 
Lou. It’s only the fourth 1985 
Group 5 Series Pantera from 
the mold, and the only one 
designed for Funny Car 
racing. 

“We want to introduce 


something new that’s more 
exciting than some of the 
normal things you’ve seen 
nowadays,” said Cliff, who 
has more than 14 years of

The Pantera’s sleek design, 
aerodynamic structure and 
150-pound fiberglass body 
make the car a perfect choice 





for a Funny Car, Cliff said. 

“The fabrication of the way 
it’s made made a it better 
than a lot of the funny cars 
that I’ve dealt with in the 
past. Judging from my past 
and what I’ve seen and 
worked on, the comparison 
with the design and the mold 
and of the way the thing’s 
built, makes it strong, light 
and gives it more strength,” 
said Cliff, adding that the car 
will only weigh 1,700 pounds 
when completed. 

He and Lou have spent 
hundreds of hours 
developing and designing the 
car, which could be 
introducted at the 
Winternationals at the Los 
Angeles County Fairgrounds 
in February. For the moment, 
the car is sitting in pieces in 
the couple’s Alta Loma 
garage. 

Unlike other funny cars 
which have extended bodies, 
the Pantera will retain its

maintain the same body 
design, C&L decided to keep 
the car’s original 100-inch 
wheel base, saving over six 
months of time that it would 
have taken to lengthen it to 
120-inch. 

Although it may look like a 
stock Pantera, it won’t 
perform like one. Once 
completed, the car will have a 
.406 cubic inch, methanol 
injected engine, capable of 
producing 1,500 horsepower. 
Billed as the ‘“‘New-Era 
Pantera,” the car could reach 
speeds up to 240 mph. 

“This will be the world’s 
fastest Pantera,” claimed 
Cliff, who developed the 
tubular chassis for the car. 

Plans do not stop at 
performance, however. C&L 
Racing is also developing a

Park Observatory to produce 
an incredible visual show. 
The four-man team is also 
designing 20-foot flames to 
shoot out of the rearend of 
the car.

“We're going to 
incorporate the visual effects 
that put us in the category 
where we'll be seen as a 
exhibition, show-car, more 
than a competition car.” 

As ashow car, the Pantera, 
which sits two inches lower 
than a stock model, will be 
exhibited at races, auto 
shows and special events 
throughout the country. 

“The trend these days is 
moving more toward the 
really sleek, roadster-type 
Ferarris, Panteras and all 
that,” Cliff noted. “The media 
is now in the market where 
it’s the right timing (for the 
Pantera). And that’s basically 
what we’re basing this whole 
projecty on. It might even 
start a new trend.” 

At least Cliff and Lou hope 
so. They have already put 
$100,000 into the 
development of the car. 
Although most of the funding 
is coming from the Littles, 
C&L is being sponsored by 
Unlimited Aircraft in Chino. 

With so much money on 
the line, Cliff and Lou are 
taking no chances. Since the 
beginning of the project, they 
have incorporated the video 
Production services of David 
Gautreau, who has 
documented the car’s 
production. 

From there, the innocent 
aspirations of a high 
performance sports car turn 
into a devious business 
adventure. Plans call for the 
combination of publicity of 
the design of the car, the 
Special effects and Lou 
driving the car to generate 
about $500,000 in first-year 
revenues. 

Lou's driving is the base of 
the business. She began 
driving about four years ago, 
after marrying Cliff.
